THE WEDDING SINGER 

DREW BARRYMORE. ADAM SANDLER 

With our trusted movie reviewer Karol Ballard 
on vacation, I decided to take a crack at this one... 

The basic plotline is tried and true romantic 
comedy stuff. Good boy (Sandler) has a jerk for 
a girlfriend, good girl (Barrymore) has a jerk for 
a boyfriend, good boy and girl become friends, 
fall in love, and live happily ever after, though 
obstacles spring up all over the place. Sandler and 
Barrymore are well-cast, mainly because they’re 
both likeable. Also well-cast was Barrymore’s 
jerk of a boyfriend (sorry, didn’t get the actor’s 
name; I didn’t know there would be a quiz lat¬ 
er). 

Sandler is a former wannabe rock star who 
sings at weddings (and Bar Mitzvahs) at a small¬ 
town reception hall. His fiancee decides on the 
morning of their wedding that she doesn’t want 
to marry a mere wedding singer, which upsets 
Sandler (“Once again, things that could have been 
brought to my attention YESTERDAY!”), and 
stands him up at the altar. As he fights off depres¬ 
sion, Sandler develops a friendship with waitress 
Drew Barrymore, and the more he likes her, the 
less he likes her self-absorbed, philandering fi¬ 
ancee. 

The movie has the typical melodramatic dif¬ 
ficulties between the two, such as when Sandler’s 
ex-fiancee makes an (unwanted) reappearance at 
his place to take him back, while he’s complete¬ 
ly drunk (because he’s upset about Barrymore’s 
getting married). The ex-fiancee is only back in 
his life for about eight hours, but that’s long 
enough to answer the door first thing in the 
morning...just as Barrymore is on her way over 
to confess her love to Sandler. Needless to say, 
the sight of Sandler’s ex in his Van Halen T-shirt 
puts a hold on Barrymore’s true confessions. 

Generation Xers will love the film for its 80’s 
flashbacks and dry humor, such as Sandler’s 
waking up to find the ex in his room, and saying, 
‘Take off my Van Halen T-shirt before you jinx 
the band and they break up,” or the wedding pho¬ 
tographer telling Barrymore and Sandler that 
they’re a perfect couple: “Sometimes, you look 
at a couple and you just know they’ll be together 
forever...like Donald and Ivana, or Burt and 
Loni.” Many songs that should have been left in 
the 80s appear on the soundtrack, but it’s such a 
feel-good movie that it’s more amusing than an¬ 
noying. The credits roll up to the tune of The 
Buggies’ ‘‘Video Killed the Radio Star,” which 
trivia buffs will recognize as the first video ever 
played on MTV (yes, some of us are both old and 
young enough to remember that sort of thing). 
Billy Idol fans will appreciate his brief appear¬ 
ance, and finally, as an added bonus to Sierra 
Madreans...the movie was filmed in town, so for 
only $6.00, you can spend a couple of hours look¬ 
ing for friends, neighbors, and houses. I didn’t see 
myself in the film, but maybe I’ll look again.

Fat Tuesday CeldDiation Almost 
Mere Fun Than the Law Allows 


The Arcadia PoHoe Deptutmeot repsonded to 545 
calls for service, of which 1S8 required foraud inves¬ 
tigations, from Wednesday, February 25 to Tuesday, 
March 3. The following is a summary report of the 
major incidents handled by the Department during 
that period. 

Wednesday, February 25: 

1. Around 12:56 a.m., officers responded to the 
Embassy Suites, 211 E Huntington, on the report 

a subject under the influence in the lobby. Officers 
discovered that the 48 year old male/African Ameri¬ 
can suspect was under the influence of a controlled 
substance, and was taken into custody. 

2. Units were dispatched to President Square, 1300 
S. Ooldenwest, to investigate a strongarm robbery at 
8:41 p.m. A female victim was confronted by a male/

a large hunting Imife, and told the employee to get 
out of the vehicle. The employee complied, and the 
suspect left the scene. 

4. Detectives received a call fixrni a victim of a pre¬ 
vious residemial burglary where three handguns were 
stolen. The victim advised that two of die guns were 
in the possession of some students from First Avenue 
Junior High. Officers arrived at the sdhool, and took 
the two 14 year old suspects into custody, and 
rested a third juvenile at his home. Two of the three 
weppqps yrt^tf^vened-, and the third gun was 
brought to tiK station by the mother of another sus¬ 
pect who was sent to a boarding school in Missouri 
the previous evening. Detectives were also able to 
clear numerous ‘^tagging” cases with the arrests of the 
three juveniles. 

Sunday, February 28: 

5. At 9:49 a.m., officers responded to the 2000 
block of Wilson regarding a non-injury traffic colli¬ 
sion. An elderly lady backed out of her driveway too

Officen 
found thousands of dollars of rock cocaine beneath 
the front seat Officers also determined diat die 34 
year okf male subject was on active parole for pos- 
seMkm of cocaine for sale, so he was arrested at the 
scene. Investigation is continuing in this matter. 

8. About 8:36 p.m., officers responded to the 200 
block of Hacien^ regarding an armed robbery in 
progress. Officers established a perimeter upon ar- 
rivaL but discovered that the suspect had already left 
the scene. The victim advised that an armed male sus¬ 
pect, wearing a black ski mask and black clothing, 
conitenled her when sheexitedtfaevehiclB.Thesiis- 
pect pointed a gun to her head and forced her inside 
the house. Oikc inside the residence, the suspect 
looked around and left the scene without taking any 
property. 

9. Two male juvenile suspects, ages 14 and 15, 
were seen taking car emblems off of parked vehicles 
in the rear alley of 27 Christina. Private persons’ ar¬ 
rests were made, and the two juveniles were taken 
into custody.

Plans fcK’ developing the 
south parking lot at the 
Santa Anita racetrack are 
being eagerly awaited at 
Arcadia City Hall. While it 
was announced last week 
that the proposal was ex¬ 
pected this week, as of late 
Wednesday afternoon, that 
proposal had not yet been 
submitted, according to 
Economic Development 
Administrator Pete 
Kinnahan. 

Santa Anita Realty En¬ 
terprises originally pro¬ 
posed a much larger 
project, before withdraw¬ 
ing that proposal for the 
newer one, expected to 


Santa Anita’s south park¬ 
ing lot is essentially 
Arcadia’s last frontier. 

Harbicht estimates that 
if the process moves along 
quickly, a deal could be 
approved and finalized by 
the end of the year. The 
City will have to hire envi¬ 
ronmental and financial 
consultants, for which Ar¬ 
cadia will be reimbursed 
by Santa Anita. “We will 
have our own people in 
working on this,” Harbicht 
said. The largest time fac¬ 
tor in the planning process 
will be the Environmental 
Impact Report. 

Harbicht expects to see 
a reimbursement agree- 


sis. 

Revenue projections at 
this point would be prema¬ 
ture, but sales tax is the 
largest single source of 
revenue to the City’s gen¬ 
eral fund. A project the 
size of which is anticipated 
would provide a huge shot 
in the arm for the City’s 
$25 million budget.
